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Road closure expanded 
for Port cruise nights 


QMI Agency Niagara 
The Port Colborne Down¬ 
town Cruisers Association 
wants to ensure nothing stalls 
growth at its weekly event. 

Only a month after request¬ 
ing a weekly road closure for 
its Thursday cruise nights, the 
group was back in city council 
chambers last week looking to 
have the closure expanded. 

The bylaw has Clarence St., 
between West and Catharine 
Sts., closed Thursdays 
between 5 p.m. and 9 p.m. 
to allow participating cars to 
park for display. 

A request was made by the 


association to close an addi¬ 
tional city block on Clarence 
to Elm St. to accommodate 
the growing event, which was 
launched at the end of May. 

The previous Thursday, 178 
cars cruised to Port’s down¬ 
town for a Corvette-themed 
night. Nearly 50 Corvettes 
were registered for display. 

"I didn't think there were 48 
in the peninsula,” Tony Spiteri, 
of the cruisers association, told 
council lightheartedly. 

Drivers are so eager to get 
a prime spot that cars were 
showing up at 2:30 p.m., even 
though the event doesn’t get 
underway until 6, he said. 


Ward 1 Coun. Dave Elliott 
called market square a logi¬ 
cal location for cars to park 
safely, especially with upcom¬ 
ing theme nights for race cars 
and large trucks expected to 
draw big crowds.

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Shielding doctors won’t improve health care

se of so-called “black boxes" to docu- 
L ment surgical procedures is long overdue. 

A 2012 study estimated about 40,000 
Canadians die each year due to medical errors. 

The actual number of medical-error induced 
deaths is likely much higher due to a lack of 
adequate reporting. 

Almost 50% of all hospital adverse events 
take place during surgery, according to a 2007 

So it is comforting to see Toronto’s St 
Michael’s Hospital has installed and is using 
video and audio recording equipment to docu¬ 
ment surgical procedures. 

Other hospitals should follow suit. 

This will allow analysis of surgical techniques 
and permit hospitals to take steps to avoid 

Clearly, this has great potential provided 
hospitals are willing to take the time to analyze 
the recordings and educate surgical teams on 
best practices. 

Doctors are concerned the recordings may 
be used as evidence in malpractice lawsuits. 

The doctor who introduced the recording 
system to St Mike’s has been quoted as saying:

“If we choose to use it as a tool to place blame 
and to point fingers at surgeons for litigation, I 
think this will never take off” 

That is a misguided view. 

If there’s an adverse event during a surgical 
procedure why shouldn’t we use the best pos¬ 
sible evidence to assess liability? 

Why should we force courts to rely on notes 
and recollections, often faulty and incomplete, 
to determine what took place when we have an 


Using a recording as evidence should sim¬ 
plify matters and make it easier to determine 
fault, thereby reducing trial duration. 

Betteryet, if the recording makes it clear 
someone made an obvious error there’s no 
reason why the hospital shouldn’t enter into 
an early settlement, thereby saving everyone a 
great deal of money. 


It seems our laws are set up to insulate 
hospitals and doctors from adverse publicity 
and lawsuits While we pass laws superficially 
intended to enhance patient safety, the reality is 
the laws protect hospitals and health care pro¬ 
fessionals from litigation and shield them from 
having to disclose embarrassing information. 

The best example of this is the Quality of Care 
Information Protection Act 

This legislation places restrictions on the 
release of any information collected by or pre¬ 
pared for a hospital's quality of care committee. 

This is the legislation that allowed Humber 
River Regional Hospital to keep secret informa¬ 
tion on how a baby was wrongly declared dead 
in February 2013. 

Quality of care information is not available 
under freedom of information legislation and 
even if disclosed is not admissible in any court 
proceeding. 

Hospital administrators attempt to justify 
such secrecy legislation, arguing that without 
assurances of confidentiality candid reviews 
would not take place. 

But what does that say about hospitals and 
doctors? 

That they are more interested in protecting 


themselves and their colleagues and would 
compromise on honesty and patient safety? 

We also have section 36(3) of the 

bars the use of any information obtained 
as a result of a complaint to the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 

Even findings of wrongdoing are inadmis¬ 
sible in court proceedings, making it difficult for 
victims of malpractice to pursue civil claims. 

These laws portray hospitals and health pro¬ 
fessionals in the worst possible light 

They send the message it is more important 
to hush up malpractice than to provide justice 
or improve patient safety. We have a fault-based 
system of civil liability for medical errors. 

We hold hospitals and health care profes¬ 
sionals accountable for their negligence, believ¬ 
ing such accountability will lead to behaviour 
modification to improve patient safety. 

Yet we have created laws to shield hospitals 
and health care professionals from being held 
accountable. 

These shield laws must be eliminated. All 
hospitals should be forced to use black boxes to

T he Cuban freighter Jose Marti had just 
been built when it first came through 
the St. Lawrence Seaway in 1977. 

The 149.1-metre-long cargo carrier had 
been completed in Denmark and was used in 
the sugar trade. 

It was sold within Cuba in 1990 and 
renamed Taino. This vessel brought sugar to 
Toronto in April 1991. 

It was sailing under a fifth name of Agate 
Islands when it was lost on Feb. 25,2007. The 
ship had been sold for scrapping in India and 
was under tow of the tug Rig Deliverer when 
it was lost in the Indian Ocean about 120 
kilometres east of Durban, South Africa. No 
one was on board at the time.

Soldiers to invade Niagara

There will be thousands of them. They 
will be armed. 

But residents needn't worry. 

More than 2,500 soldiers are expected 
to descend on Niagara from Aug. 16 to 24 
for the Canadian Armed Forces’ exercise 
Stalwart Guardian. 

The annual exercise is used to train sol¬ 
diers within the 4th Canadian Division 
Primary Reserve, including those from 
southern, central and northern Ontario. 

Though traditionally held on a military 
base, this year’s exercise is scheduled to 
take place at different Niagara locations, 
Capt. Jordan Layden of the Royal Hamil¬ 
ton Light Infantry told Port Colbome city 
council last week. 

The region was chosen because it pro¬ 
vides not only a realistic training environ¬ 
ment, but also one that comes with unfa¬ 
miliar and challenging terrain, he said. 

"We’ve seen the army base year after 
year. It gets too easy. We need a complex 
terrain to better train our soldiers." 

Rural areas in St. Catharines, Thorold, 
Smithville and “Port Colborne espe¬ 
cially” are all scheduled to be included, 
Layden said. 

The exercise, which includes artil¬ 
lery and armed vehicles, will see groups 
ranging in size from 30 to 300 uniformed 


soldiers working together in all trades 
including combat arms, combat support 
arms and support. 

“There will be a lot of big trucks and 
heavy equipment,” Layden said. 

It will mean potential road closures, 
increased vehicle traffic and likely an 
increase in volume at local emergency 
rooms, he said, as injuries during train¬ 
ing are not uncommon. 

There might also be an increase in 
noise due to vehicles and simulated gun¬ 
fire, but there will be no simulated explo¬ 
sions in this exercise. 

Layden wanted to alert the public that 
the exercise will continue both day and 

“We do move in all hours of the day,” 
he said, but the impact on local residents 
will be kept as minimal as possible. 

Contact will be maintained between 
the Canadian Forces, local municipalities 
and emergency officials to ensure every¬ 
one is aware where and when training is 
taking place. 

Choosing Niagara also affords the mil¬ 
itary the opportunity to interact with the 

“That’s something the army has strived 
for in the last fewyears,” Layden said. “We 
are the military for the people."

C-word is brought up, Saman¬ 
tha McCauley continues on with 
a smile on her face. Sometimes, 
she’ll even crack a joke. 

The lifelong Wellander will no 
longer let a little thing like cancer 



take the humour from her life. 

It's a lesson she learned after being 
diagnosed in fall 2011 with Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma at the age of 24. 

It was a diagnosis that was under¬ 
standably hard to swallow, but it was the 
journey that followed that took the great- 

McCauley was only a year out of uni¬ 
versity, working a job she loved and three 
months into a new relationship. She had 
even begun planning to buy her first home. 

“AH in all, my life was on exactly the 
track I always imagined it would be," says 
the now 26-year-old. 

“And then, overnight, everything 
ground to a halt.” 

Heartbroken by the news, McCau¬ 
ley tried to put her relationship on hold, 
but boyfriend Adam Bonfoco was deter¬ 
mined to stay by her side. 

“It was difficult," he admits. 

“We had been dating not even three 
months. She thought maybe we should 
break up, but I decided to stick it out” 

It was both a scary and shocking diag¬ 
nosis — one you wouldn’t expect a 
24-year-old to receive, he says. 

McCauley had to undergo six months 
of chemotherapy. 

It resulted in hair loss but, worse yet, 
utter exhaustion that left the usually bub¬ 
bly woman a shell of her former self. 

“By the end of my treatment my life 
consisted almost solely of trips to the can¬ 
cer centre and days spent on the couch or 
in bed watching boxed sets of TV shows.” 

Movies were out of the question — she 
simply couldn’t stay awake through one. 

McCauley was surrounded by a lov¬ 
ing support system. Her family, friends 
and boyfriend did everything they could 
to help her overcome the difficult hand 
she’d been dealt. 

Still, she felt alone. No one truly under-

It was the sinking feeling of isolation 
and it caused McCauley to feel as though 
she was struggling to keep her head 
above water.

“Part of the problem was I wanted so 
badly to be strong for the people that I 
loved that I found myself internalizing my 
thoughts and feelings about everything 
that was happening,” McCauley says. 

“With my family and friends, I always 
felt like I had to hold a bit back.” 

She would walk into the hospital 
with her parents by her side and sit for 
treatment surrounded mainly by older 
patients well out of her age group. 

“They were all wonderful people, but 
they don’t look at you like a peer,” she 

“You are the elephant in the room.” 

At the Walker Family Cancer Centre, 
47 of 5,200 unique patients treated from 
April 1, 2013, to March 31, 2014, were 
under the age of 30. The centre does not 
treat children.

“Our divers, when they do their train¬ 
ing days, are still looking at the canal 
area, but it’s a vast waterway,” Genders 
said. 

The NRP’s underwater search and 
recovery and marine units have been 
using sonar technology to help deter¬ 
mine the best areas to dive for potential 
clues, he said. 

“For now, we’ve got no new leads.” 

Only a "handful of calls” were received 
by police when Pietz initially went miss¬ 
ing, and information has stopped trick¬ 
ling in, Genders said. Close contact has 
been maintained with the Pietz family, 
he added.

Two hours after receiving the call, the Cotter arrived. With all her guns brought to bear, she fought for more than four hours until the 
blaze was finally extinguished.

A persistent family pet helped collar an 
intruder and foil a robbery in rural west St 
Catharines last Tuesday. 

The dog, a five-year-old German shep¬ 
herd named Kaylee, led police to a bandit 
who had been hiding in a wooded area at 
the rear of the home. 

“Without the family dog, we wouldn’t 
have found the guy—without a doubt” said 
Const Derek Watson of the Niagara Regional 
Police. “They were out at a funeral." 

After being alerted by an alarm company, 
an officer arrived at the home at about 2 
p.m. to find the rear patio door open and the 
dog sitting outside in the backyard, Watson 

As the officer waited for backup before 
searching the home, the dog was barking 
and growling. The officer said to the dog, 
“Where is he? Where did he go?” 

The dog led the officer to the back of the 
property, but the officer didn’t see or hear 
anyone. 

“(Kaylee) is trained not to leave the prop¬ 
erty,” said Jeff Inglis, the homeowner who 
was attending a ftmeral in Dunnville at the 
time of the break-in. “She goes to the prop¬ 
erty line and freezes, unless she has permis¬ 
sion, so I think she stopped because she was 
waiting for permission." 

The officer went back to the home, but 
the dog remained agitated and began bark- 


the suspect from a distance, walking through 
a vineyard and visibly out of breath. 

The suspect was arrested. Police say a 
search of the suspect’s backpack found 
break-in tools and jewelry that had been 
stolen from the home. 

"We are really happy with Kaylee," Inglis 
said. “I’m glad we caught him. She is very 
protective. She’s a great dog. The officer 
joked the police should take her and train 
her" 

Inglis believes the thief entered the home 
at the back and was standing in the kitchen 
when the dog startled him. 

The thief ran to the bedroom, shut the 
doors, took jewelry and a laptop, then left 
through the bedroom window, which was 
found open. 

A search of the woods by police recovered 
the family laptop. The canine unit led police 
to the suspect’s bicycle on St Paul St 

Inglis said his car keys are the only thing 
still missing. He said he was going to get a 
metal detector to see if he could find them. 

“It was an awful, sickkind of feelingknow¬ 
ing somebody got in,” Inglis said. 

"Your privacy is totally violated." 

As for special treats for his crime-fight¬ 
ing canine, Inglis said the officer returned 
later in the day with a large marrowbone tor 
Kaylee. 

“She gets treats all the time," Inglis said 
with a laugh.

Seaway sorting out potential 
suitors for dry docks site

While St. Catharines’ dry docks remain 
without a tenant, its owner says there has 
been interest expressed by firms wanting 
to locate there. 

“We have at this stage the task of exam¬ 
ining what interest has been declared,” 
said Andrew Bogora, spokesman for St. 
Lawrence Seaway Management Corp. 

“I can confirm the July 4 date has come 
and gone... (and) we have received some 
limited interest in this site and we are 
pursuing that.” 

Its previous tenant, Seaway Marine 
and Industrial, went bankrupt last year, 


throwing about 160 people out of work. 

Kyle Groulx, business representative 
for International Brotherhood of Boil¬ 
ermakers Local 128, said some laid-off 
workers had “held out to see what's going 
to happen at the shipyards." 

He said a number have taken tempo¬ 
rary work elsewhere, including at a wind- 
turbine manufacturing operation and 
ship repair firms. 

“As for the liquidated (Seaway Marine) 
property, we don’t know where that’s 
going to go,” Groulx said. 

“Hie trail’s gone cold. The contractors 
that were calling me to inquire about the 
bargaining unit have stopped.”

Niagara Region is set to hang a Help 
Wanted sign for 18 additional Niagara Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services personnel. 

Public health and social services commit¬ 
tee members agreed last Tuesday to spend 
$464,211 by the end of September to allow 
Niagara EMS to hire 16 full-time staffers and 
two full-time supervisors, the equivalent of 
two 24-hour ambulance crews. 

The money to pay for those hires until the 
end of the year will come from the land ambu¬ 
lance severance reserve fund, which currently 
has $4.6 million in it, medical officer of health 
Valerie Jaeger said. The yearly cost for those 
hires is slightly more than $1.1 million and 
will need to be budgeted for 2015. 

In addition to the hires in September, the 
report to the public health committee asked 
that staff be directed to begin budgetary plan¬ 
ning to add an additional 16 paramedics, two 
supervisors and two logistical/regulatory 
staffers in the fourth quarter of 2015. 

If agreed to by council on July 24, the total 
yearly price tag beginning in 2016 for the 
additional 38 EMS staffers would be $4.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

Jaeger said funding for land ambulance 
service is split 50-50 between the region and 
province. Because the province bases its fund¬ 
ing calculations on year-prior region budgets, 
there will be a one-year lag in receiving dol¬ 
lars for the new hires. 


EMS is hiring 

That means if the hirings receive final 
approval, the region will not recoup any¬ 
thing from the province this year but will see 
a return of $232,106 in 2015, $1.4 million in 
2016 and the frill cost share of $2.3 million in 
2017. 

The report to committee notes the addi¬ 
tional employees are needed to meet 
increased911 calls requiring ambulance serv¬ 
ice. The report says the increase in call volume 
can partly be attributed to population growth, 
an aging population and hospital restructur¬ 
ing in which emergency departments in Port 
Colborne and Fort Erie were closed. 

Jaeger said the new EMS staffers will cut 
back on forced overtime, shift overruns and 
missed meal breaks. 

“Because we must respond to every 911 
call, we do not have a choice as to whether we 
send an ambulance.... What happens is that 
we send people who are overtime people.” 

She said the cost of overtime is not covered 
on a cost-share with the province. 

“The ministry funds us 50-50 on the coun¬ 
cil-approved budget, it does not fund us on 
unexpected overtime which we incur at the 
end of the year Those become 100% council- 
funded,” she said. 

While they supported adding EMS staffers 
in September, St Catharines Coun. Brian Heit 
and Niagara Falls Coun. Bart Maves spoke 
against committing a newly elected regional 
council in October to the additional hiring in 
2015.

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several 
weeks of gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out their 
summer wardrobe. 

However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with the 
summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, most 
residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread and ways 
of protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern 
is the blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized tick 
can be the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if untreated, 
can result in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system problems. The 
American brown dog tick is approximately half a centimeter and has not been 
shown to carry Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas 
surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing 
pants and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the 
chances of a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed immediately 
by grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight up. Do not try 
to burn the tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area should be then 
be washed with soap and water. If you are unable to remove the entire tick, you 
should give your doctor a call and they can remove it for you. The tick can be 
brought to the health department for analysis to see if it was infected with the 
bacteria that causes Lyme disease. 

Ticks often pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease while feeding on 
infected rodents. However, it should be noted that most ticks are not carriers. 

The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, 
however if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, headache 
or muscle and joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The symptoms 
typically develop within 1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can often be cured 
with antibiotics if treatment is started early.
